Oak Park’s kidnaping mystery has re- 
solved itself into a ane ** babes in the 
woods story. 

Starving, shivering,, ragged, and tired, the 
three lost children of Charles Hauser, 714 
Marion street, yesterday afternoon were 
found by the police near Edgewater park, in 
an oat field near the banks of the Desplaines 
river, two and a half miles north of Oak Park. 

They had been without food since Tuesday 
afternoon, when they disappeared, and had 
spent both nights in the woods, with no other 
covering than the brush. They were wet 
through from running into the river when

by institutions in Illinois outside of Chicago 
and Cook county, and among all these insti- 
tutions certainly none deserves better at 
the hands of the citizens of Illinois than the 
old college at Jacksonville.. I am sure that 
anything that can be done to assist this in- 
Stitution will be in the interest of higher 
education in this state. 
You have made one mistake in your ed- | 
_ itorial which I think deserves correction. 
you say abdut the feeling of the in- 
habitants of southern Dlinois, as a class, to- 
ward Yankee preachers, Yankee politicians, . 
and Yankees in general is, I think, true. But 
the opposition to granting charters of incor- 
poration to higher institutions of learning did 
not grow out of this feeling; for it was quite 
as marked toward the attempt to secure a 
charter for what is now Shurtleff college, at 
Alton, and what is now McKendree college, 
at Lebanon, III., as against the Jacksonville 
project. It is an interesting fact that no 
one of these institutions could secure a char- 
ter until all three united in their efforts and 
secured the passage of a law which gave 
equal privileges to the three institutions et 
Jacksonville, Alton, and Lebanon. Even 
| when this privilege was given it was within 
comparatively narrow bounds, limiting the 
amount of real estate which they might hold 
and specifying particularly that no one of 
these institutions should ever establish a 
theological department, a branch of instruc- 
tion which seemed to be especially obnoxious 
to the wise men of this state in the later 208 
“and early 308. 
The real reason due ihe aside 
from the general ignorance and apathy cf 
the people of the state toward higher educa- 
tion, seems to have been a fear, growing out 
of the doctrine laid down by the. United 
States Supreme court in the famous Dart- 
mouth college case, that institutions of high- 
er learning might, in some mysterious way, 
secure an undue control over the minds and 
hearts of the inhabitants of this state, and 
that the people might be creating, in grant- 
ing such charters of corporation, a kind of 
Frankenstein, before whose possible career 
they recoiled in horror. 
widespread this feeling was is amply proven 
by an incident which happened in connection 
with the granting. of the second charter to 
McKendree college of Lebanon, III. 
legislature: was jn session at Vandalia, and 
Abraham Lincoln was in charge of fhe bill 
which conferred a new charter and larger 
privileges upon the college. A representative 
of the board of trustees from Lebanon was 
‘on hand, and as soon as the bill was passed 
and approved by the governor, Abraham 
Lincoln urged him to travel home post haste, 
call a meeting of the board, and take action. 
under it immediately, thus practically con- 
verting the charter into a contract, in ac- 
cordance with the Dartmouth college de- 
‘cision; for,“ said Lincoln, “ if the country 
brethren wake up to what they have done 
before you take such action, they will repeal 
your charter with eager mae and with 
the utmost speed.“

One day—three weeks ago—Mrs. Fogarty

time. Her husband signed a receipt. o 
the envelope, and read that Father Ryan “ re- 
pented of his conduct of laat week.“ 

The man confronted his wife with the let- 
ter and charged that it explained the bruised 
eye. Mrs. Fogarty cried out and attempted 
to wrench the note from her husband’s hands. 
The wife then hurried away while Fogarty
